5. In late September six Planes were based at Kwelyang Airfield. All of these 
planes are flying frequently to Nanning, Kweilin, and back to Kweiyang via Nanning. 


&. Approximately 30 jet fighters were at Nanning Airfield in late September. Most 
of the pilots of these planes were from North and Northwest China. The runway at 
Nanning was recently widened, enabling 3 jet fighters to take off at the same time. 
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Approximately 500 cases of aircraft parts and large ouantities of fuel are 
stored underground at this field.
